WaTER WorRKS.—-Ine Water 
Work’s question is being agitated 
again. lLet’s talk less and act more. 
What is the position of our Reform 
Commissioners on the subject? The 
taxaqle real estate of the city has in- 
creased $250,000 in the last twelve 
months, This does uot inciude over 
$500,000 worth of buildings that are 
now in course of erection.
